Mrs. Herman, badly 
frightened, jumped through an open win- 
dow atthe back of the house, which 1s 
built on a hill side. He leaped after her 
and chased her through the lot into that of 
a neighbor’s, where she ran into the arms 
of Mr. Lidorf, crying, “Save me!’’ The in- 
furiated husband dragged her to a little 
ravine on the lower side of the house, 
and, picking up a brick, struck her two or 
three times over the head, stunning her, 
and left her, thinking she was dead. He 
then rushed into the house and, 
with a razor, nearly severed 
the head of the babe from its body, kill- 
italmost instantly. He then cut his own 
throat several times. It is thought he 
will not recover.

Some Résults in Florida. 


Newspaper Pays a Warm 
Tribute to Virtue and 
Intelligence-Cood 
Service Rendered 
Colored Legis- 

lators.

The gift of the franchise to the Ne- 
gro was an experiment Lincoln dis- 
trusted and from which the Southern 
people expected the most disas:rons 
results. Itis to the credit of both 
races the solution,of the problem has 
been reached so toon, so peacefully 
aud so satisfactorily, Atthe North 
as Well as in the South, the freedman 
was considered unworthy of the bal- 
lot when it was first placsd in his 
hands—the only difference between 
the opinions geuerally entertain -d in 
the twosections lay in the belief of 
the Norih that the Negro’s intellees 
tual stature would grow to meet the 
demands laid upon it, while the 
South belived him only capable of 
mental and woral growth within 
certain narrow limits. The ballot 
was put in hisbands by one party 
because it was believed to be a de- 
fensive woapon necessary to bis po- 
litical existence—the measure gained 
the acquiescence of the other because 
all opposition had been crushed out 
with a heavy heel. 

But even to thesa who once held 
opposite views, the proof of the cap- 
acity of the Negro has now been am- 
ply demonstrated. We knew himin 
childhood andhe was with us, the 
companion of alll outdoor life. We 
knew him te ier, se!f-sacrificing and 
often brave, but it has been reserved 
for later years to funish conclusive 
proof of capacity for business, — poli- 


tics and enterprise of which we once 
believed him incapable. To those 
who see him rarely there may be lit« 
tle evidence of improvemeut—to us, 
watching the development day by 
day the change is marvelous, 

During the first ten years succeed- 
ing his entire emancipation from 
the control of which he had beed ac- 
customed for generations, the Negro 
was the most helpless being imagina- 
ble. Is it wouderfal that his simpli- 
city was betrayed, his ignorance made 
the tool of desiguing men, and _ his 
strength became dangerous? Only 
the power of endarauce inherent in 
our race made the situation  tol- 
erable—only the wonderful resources 
of the richest section under the sun 
made recuperation possible; much of 
the danger and trouble of the old 
time still clings to us—the ghost of 
the dend past still haunts the shad- 
owy vlaces of the present day. 

But the knottiest poiut of the pro- 
blem has been solved—it has been 
proved that tha Negro is capable of 
development in all directions add it 
is now certain that he will justify 
bimself for his assumption of politi- 
cal responsibility before the bar of 
the future. He is among us as far- 
mer, merchant, merchanicand legis- 
lator, and often his ability is more 
than respectable. Daval has Repre- 
sented Gibbain the Florida Legis- 
lature and he bas done good service. 
Alachua basacolored citizen in the 
Senate whose first term has madea 
most favorable impression on his col- 
leagues. 


It was this N-gro Senator, Martin, 
who so stoutly opposed Mr. McKin-

He says the intention of the ruling 
upon the two-of-one-family subject is to pre- 
vent fathers, sons and daughters, all living 
in the same house and eating at the same 
table, from occupying clerical positions in 
the government service. After the son or 
the daughter marries and establishes a fam- 
ily, they cannot be classed as two of the 
saine family. They are, by their marriage, 
made separate and distinct families. For 
instance, two brothers might marry and es- 
tablish homes for themselves and families, 
and it would be unjust to decide that one of 
the brothers should hold oflice while the 
| Other brother should not. 


H Cruising in Canadian Waters. 

WASHINGTON, June 1U.—Rear Admiral 
Luce, commanding the North Atlantic 
squadron, called on the officials of the state 
department to-day to consult about matters 
relating to the proposed cruise of the squad- 
ron in Canadian waters. The rear admiral 
will be instructed to look after the interests 
of American fishermen, and to prevent any 
collision with the Canadian authorities. The 
cruise will be nade immediately after the 
dedication of the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Home 
at New Haven, which is to take place on the 
| 17th inst., and in which the squadron has 
been ordered to participate. The rear ad- 
miral will be directed to make a fu report 
on the condition of affairs at the Canglian 
fishing grounds, and as to the relations be- 
tween the American and Canadian _fisher- 
men, especially as tothe treatment of the 
former by the officers of vessels ordered by 
the Canadian government to enforce its 
laws.

In addition to submitting this evi- 
dence to the president Mr, Glover makes 
serious charges against “the appointee,” and 
cioses his letter to the president by saying: 
“T have the honor to urge this man’s re- 
moval, and the institution of suit against 
him to collect the money due the United 
States.” 


No Authority. 

WASHINGTON, June 10.—The first comp- 
troller of the treasury has decided that the 
accounting officers of the departinent have 
no authority under the general law, to ad- 
just and settle an account for unliquadated 
damages against the government. The case 
in point ~was a claim under a contract for the 
construction of a public building in Buffalo, 
N. Y., for damages resulting from the non- 
arrival of the marble within the time speci- 
fied in the contract. The alleged damage 
consisted of loss of interest on funds in- 
vested, insurance, storage on the marble, in- 
crease in the cost of labor, etc. The comp- 
troller holds that the contractors’ only 
remedy is in the courts. 


Judge Cooley Back. 

WASHINGTON, June i0.—Judge Cooley, 
chairman of the interstate commerce com- 
mission, returned to Washington this morn- 
ing. All the members of the commission 
are now in this city. There was no public 
hearing to-day. A complaint was received 
at headquarters from the board of trade of 
Hartwell, Ga. alleging discrimination 
against freight for Hartwell by the Rich- 
mond & Danville road and its connecting 
lines, and asking for a strict enforcement of 
the long and short haul clause of the law. 


Gone to Annapolis. 
WASHINGTON, June 10,—Secretary Whit- 
ney and friends left Washington for Annap- 
olis this morning. 


Killed by Apaches. 

Tucson, Ariz., June 10,—Word was received 
here this morning of the killing of Mike 
Grace and narrow escape of Billy Williams 
and Billy Lee from two Apaches at Tem- 
pova Gulch, about eighty-five miles south of 
Crittenden. The Indians evidently separa- 
ted into parties, one of which is already in 
Mexico. Their signal fires were seen in the 
Santa Rita mountains Monday night. Lieut. 
Johnson has orders to pursue even into Mex- 
ico. The Indians are now probably between 
his troops and Capt. Lawton’s, A troop of 
picked men left Fort Apache last night to 
try to head off the hostiles who were seen in 
the Santa Ritas Monday evening. Mike 
Grace is a brother to ex-Mayor Grace, of 
New York. 

More Show Than Bargained For. 

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., June 10.—The steamer 
Nonowantuck, which left here at 11:30 last 
night for Port Jefferson with a large excur- 
sion which had come over to see Barnum’s, 
ran ashore in the lower harbor on account 
of the dense fog that prevailed. Her passen- 
gers were compelled to remain aboard until 
8 o’clock this morning, when they were taken 
off by the steamer Annie. The disabled 
boat lies high and dry at low water. Fortu- 
nately the water was calin, otherwise a 
great loss of life would probably have fol- 
lowed.

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MATCHED FARM TEAMS. 


The Importance of Selecting Equals in Gait 
and Strength. 


Matched teams, so far as appearances 
go, are very desirable upon the road, 
but to the average farmer it is more 
desirable to have the teams mated 
equally in gait and strength. To have 
one horse, naturally a fast walker, to 
be obliged to work with one that is 
naturally slow, is to injure both, one be- 
cause it must be restrained to some 
extent, and the other must be urged. If 
they have any spirit both are worried, 
and this of itself is an injury always to 
be avoided. Then, unless you have an ex- 
ceptional driver, one will be obliged to 
do considerable more than the other, 
although they may he equally matched 
in strength. 

A good walking team is quite an 
item in nearly all kinds of farm work. 


When you are cultivating corn the 
first two times, it is sometimes an 


object to have the team go slow, but 
generally a good walking team will do 
more and better work. Then they 
should be of equal strength. What 
a strong horse can pull with ease 
will be a heavy strain upon a weaker 


animal. It never pays to strain an 
animal. What they can do with- 
out is all that should be — re- 
quired. It is not economy _ to 


hook a heavy team to a light im- 
plement or a light team to a heavy 
implement. A team that pulls a 
ten-inch plow steady all day at a good 
walking gait will do more and better 
work with less injury than if obliged 
to pull a twelve or fourteen-inch plow 
that requires all their strength, oblig- 
ing you to give them a rest occasion- 
ally in order for them to get through 
the day; at the same time it is hardly 
good economy to work a team strong 
enough to pull a good sized plow to a 
smaller one, and do less work than 
they are capable of performing with- 
out injury. - 

Teams, to be the most profitable, 
should do all the work they are capa- 
ble of performing without injury. It 
does not hurt a team to work if they 
are not overworked or worried, but a 
few hours’ extra hard work, at astrain- 
ing pull, is more injurious than a week 
or month of average work. 

So that with farm horses it is im- 
portant to see that they are properly 
matched as regards gait and strength, 
and then be worked ‘to such imple- 
ments as their strength is adapted, 
without overstraining or worrying. If 
this ean be done, and at the same time 
they are matched in size, color and 
general make-up, all the better, but 
for farm teams the gait and strength 
should be the first consideration.— 
Farm, Field and Stockmait,
